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i, The headquarters of the 10 Autonomous Artillery Group is at Kammik, 20 kilometers 
north of Ijubljana. The units are housed in buildings once secupied os the 
former Forest Administration, The 10 Autonomous Artillery Group which is comuanded 
by Capt, Marjanovic, comprises four batteries, each battery constituting three 
sections. The batterles have six cannons each, All can ons are Soviet models, 
Adcitional officers on the staff of the Artillery Group are a Berkovic, a Marolit, 
and a Nikolic (ranks unspecified), Six topographers equipped with instruments 
of German manufacture are attached to the Artillery Group proper. Each battery 
has attached to it a commnications unit of radio, telegraph, and telephone 
operators, 


2, A large infantry unit is stationed at Radovljica in Slovenia, and is housed in 
barracks which vere constructed at one time by the Germans. I% is assumed that 
this mit, together with the infantry regimont at Mojstrans, which is believed 
to be the 41 Infantry Regiment, belong to an infantry division with possible 
headguarters in Radovljica*, An antieatreraft artil: ery officers’ school is 
located in Ljubljana, 


3. Osijek which is a large military center, is the headcuarters of an infantry 
reginent which is housed in old barracks on Zupenijska Road, Tyo battalions 
of this regiment are reported to be stationed in Osijek, while the third bettalion 
is located in Donji !Sholjac. Daily maneuvers are carried out by units of the 
infantry regiment on the right bank of the Drava River, An artillery unit with 
7.02 mm, caliber guns of Soviet manufacture is located in Osijek in the barracks 
on dupanijoka Read. An infantry unit and o non-commissioned officers school 
are located on Vukovarska Road, in the vieinity of the railroad station, A 
pontoon battalion with a strength of from 500 to 600 men, and an adequate supply 
of pontoon equipment is located in the lower part of Osijek (Donji Grad), in - 
barracks near the Drava River, An armored unit is also located in Donji Grad, 
in newly constructed buildings of the Osijek exposition area, 


40 In 1950 Yugoslavia had a total of 48 vessels (sic) with a gross weight of 201,259 
tons. The toll in losses through mine explosions and similar accidents since 
1945 smounted to four vessels, or a total of 13,395 tons. In 1950 the 3 May 
Shipyard at Rijeka completed the modern M.V, "TITOGRAD" intended for trans= 
oceanic travel, Three new ocean~going motor vessels of 4,200 tons each are 
currently being constructed, while six additional vessels of similar tonnage 
are in the stage of planning.
